“COLOSSUS” GREAT FIND 


But the big thrill of the trip was 
the finding of the prehistoric ani- 
mal colossus. 

Several of the bones brought back 
are as large as the body of a mod- 
ern man. The humerus is four 
feet long and the colar bone isa full 
load for a strong coolie. The relics 
include sevéral splendidly preserved 
ribs and sections of the spine. 

“We left the pelvis bone and sev- 
era] other parts in a clay hillside,” 
said Walter Granger.

REDS OFFER TO 
BURY FOES WITH HONOR 


LENINGRAD, Aug. 17. ()—Nine 
years after having been sunk in 
the Baltic the British submarine 
L-55 has been raised and the soviet 
government desires to bury the 
crew with appropriate military hon- 


ors. 

“These were our enemies,” said 
R. A. Muklevitch, commander of the 
soviet fleet, “but the Red seamen 
bear them no malice. These Bri 


duty.” 

The battle in which the L-55 was 
sunk took place June 4, 1919, he 
said. The submarine attacked the 
Russian destroyers Gavril and 
Azard. It fired three torpedoes, all 
of which went wide of their mark. 
Then Ahe submarine rose to the 
surface and the Azard attacked 
the craft. A shot hit the L-55, an 
explosion followed and the subma- 
rine sank at once with all her crew. 

The raising of the vessel from the 
bottom of Kaporsk Bay was attend- 
ed by great difficulty. It was not 
until last spring that the bay was 
entirely cleared of mines planted 
there during the war. The subma- 
rine was in fairly good condition 
when raised, considering her long 
immersion. The vessel was towed 
t Krondstatt and when opened 
revealed the skeletons of the crew. 

M. Muklevitch said the skeletons 
will be buried with appropriate 
military honors unless the British 
government indicates it desires oth- 
|er disposal of them.

ATIONAL MOTOR CODE 

Ten thousand copies of the motor 
code adopted by the National Conference 
on Street and Highway Safety will be 
mailed out of Washington to traffic of- 
ficials and others throughout the United 
States this month. The model code will 
be urged upon city councils and town 
boards with the idea of harmonizing the 
traffic laws of all the municipglities, so 
that the touring autoist who adheres to

Some States already have adopted the 
code drawn up by the conference, and 
all the others probably will be prevailed 
upon to do so. If they do not the con- 
‘dition will still be more or less general 
under which, in the language of a high 
government code authority, “a legal re- 
search scholarship is almost a prerequi- 
site for lawfully undertaking an inter- 
state or intercity motor journey.” 

A maximum speed of thirty-five miles 
an hour on the open road is called for by 
the code, “with certain reasonable and 
proper legal leeways,” while city travel 
is to be limited to twenty miles an hour 
save in business districts not regulated 
by stop-and-go signals, where the limit 
is fixed at fifteen miles an hour. It is 
not to be presumed that these limits will 
be strictly insisted upon, for such insist- 
ence would deprive careful motorists of 
what they consider their just rights. It 
has been proved that arbitrary speed 
limits do not work out satisfactorily, 
particularly that of fifteen miles an hour 
in certain zones where, in order to pre- 
vent congestion, policemen often en- 
courage motorists to drive faster than 
the legal limit. 

But while the new code does not solve 
the speed problem its uniformity of ap- 
r’ication is going to be a comfort to the 
out-of-town driver entering an unfa- 
miliar municipality where, under present 
conditions, he is likely at any turn un- 
wittingly to violate a local regulation.
